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REMARKS 

/. Status of claims 

After entry of the above amendment, claims 1-12 and 15-28 are pending. 
2, Support for amendment 

The amendments find support in the specification at p. 1 0, lines 2 1 -22 and p. 11 , lines ?- 
9. No new matter has been added by this amendment. 

J. Claim objections 

The Examiner objected to claim 12 for reciting two steps (c). By the above amendment, 
the second occurrence has been amended to "(d)." Applicants submit the basis for this objection 
has been removed. 

4. Claim rejections under 35 U & C. §] I2 t second paragraph 
First, the Examiner rejected claims 12 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph as 
being indefinite for not reciting values of x, y, and m. By the above amendment, the values of x, 
y, m, and n previously recited by claims 13 and 14 have been incorporated into their parent claim 
12, as well as in claim 16. Applicants submit the basis for this rejection of claims 12 and 16 has 
been removed. 

Second, the Examiner rejected claims 25 and 26 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph 
as being indefinite for not defining the term "CA." By the above amendment, claim 25 defines 
the term "CA." Applicants submit the basis for this rejection of both claim 25 and claim 26, 
dependent thereon, has been removed. 
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Third, the Examiner rejected claims 12 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph 
as being indefinite for reciting the term "low T g ." By the above amendment, claims 12 and 16 no 
longer recite this limitation, which allows the ordinary skilled artisan to be apprised of the scope 
of these claims. Applicants submit the basis for this rejection of claims 12 and 16 has been 
removed. 

5. Conclusion 

Applicants submit all pending claims 1-12 and 15-28 are in condition for allowance. The
